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War Our Brorner Fork, or tre 
WARRENTON GAverre, KNOWS ABoUT 
Posrorrices.—The question 
of building a Post (flice in the city of 


Raleigh being in order with the readers 
of the Warrenton (/2ctte, our respected 
cotemporary and friend Foote, the Edi- 
itor of the said paper, “rises to explain.“ 
Says the speaker “Congress%at its last 
session appropriated $200,000 to build 
a Post Othce and Federal Court House 
at Raleigh !” All correct, good for Con- 
uress, 

“It is understood that in similar 
cases, the first appropriation is to be ap- 
plied principally to the laying down the 
foundations ; and subsequent sums are 
to be voted for the completion of the 
superstructure, Calculating on this uni- 
form usage, the public had naturally 
expected that a magnificent granite 
edifice, equal in every respect to the 
Capitol itself, was to be erected at our 
seat of Government.” 

$200,000 is the whole amount appro- 
priated, $100,000 at one session and 
7100,000 at a subsequent session, at 
least so the Congressional proceedings 
read. We do not think a general rule 
exists, or even agprecedent established, 
whereby it is understood that the first 
appropriation is applied to laying 
down the foundations with government 
buildings and “the public” that “nat- 
urally expected” an edifice “equal in 
every respect to the Capital itself” evi- 
dently made an error in such a wild 
calculation. 

“We see not how these “great expec- 
tations” are to be realized. For he ad- 
vertises for all sorts of materials, except 
hewn Granite.“ 

We know of no such thing as 
“hewp granite” as material for buil- 
dings. Materials are always called tor 
in the rough. It is “hewn” afterwards. 

„Ile wants half a million of brick— 
and precious briek they will be, if made 
at Raleigh, where the clay is so mixed 
with mica that good brick are out of 
the question. No one ever saw else- 
where as shabby looking brick as they 
make and put up at Raleigh.” 

We copy the above paragraph more 
in justification of a personal attack 
that we propose to makeona dozen of 
our mechanics of this city, who are too 
skilled in their business to have im- 
posed upon us by saying the best brick 
they ever used is made of Raleigh clay. 
Upon the evidence of nearly every con- 
tractor and brick mason in our city we 
stated that the brick made in this city 
were equal to the celebrated Boston and 
Baltimore brick. We should have 
always believed this brick story, had 
not our young editorial friend, who is 
also a lawyer and farmer too, told us to 
the contrary. The brick, however, will 
be rejected if not suitable for the pur- 
pose of laying the foundation which 
will extend livelve feet under the ground. 

„Col. Carrow wants some thousands 
or millions of ‘cube’ feet (cubic he 
means) of Rubble stone, of bond stone, 
(whatever thatis,) and of concrete, or 
stone broken as small as a hen’s egg.” 

The advertisement was prepared by 
Col. Mullet, the Government Architect, 
who doubtless has written thousands, 
and by this time ought to know how to 
write one. If our friend desires infor- 
mation in regard to “lend” stone, we 
refer him to a volume written by one 
Noah Webster, and while it is conve- 
nient,if he will turn to the word cue he 
may possibly learn of something to his 
advantage in regard to this word.

“The structure built of those mate- 
rials and worked up by that accom- 
plished and experienced builder, Col.

Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention ‘to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first
